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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that identifying a client by only 
its source port can be achieved if the source ports are all unique. Applicant specifically states that each client could use a unique source 
port, thus allowing the client to be identified using the source port alone (page 11). The term sineprocessly was used in the claims to 
"generate a response to the request sineprocessly" and "provide the response to the client computer system sineprocessly." Substituting 
the definition in the cited claim language simply defines a typical SSL transaction. For example, the substituted language is saying 
"generating a response to the request prior to initiating or assigning the client to a process on the server, as identified by any or all of the 
source IP address, port, and protocol." And "providing the reponse to the client computer system prior to initiating or assigning the client 
to a process on the server, as identified by any or all of the source IP address, port and protocol." SSL generates and provides 
responses to the client prior to any initiating and/or assigning. Each client goes through a SYN and SYN+ACK between the client and 
server prior to all of the CLIENT-HELLO and SERVER-HELLO processes. The SYN and SYN+ACK constitute the initating and assigning 
of a client to a process on the server. 
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
